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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to application filed on Oct. 9, 2003. Claims 1-20 are 
pending examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims include means for receiving and 
means for inserting which appear to be software elements as shown in fig. 3 which 
makes the claimed invention directed towards software per se invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 recites the limitation "means for inserting' 1 in line 6 and 8. It is unclear 
whether the "means for inserting" in line 8 is the same or different means than "means 
for inserting" in line 6. 
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Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Davis et 
al., U.S. Patent No. 6,763,386 (referred to hereafter as Davis). 

As to claims 1, 8 and 15, Davis teaches a method, system and product 
respectively for distributing images in a data processing system, the method comprising: 

receiving a request for a dynamic server page having a multiplicity of associated 
images, each image having a storage location identified in the dynamic server page by 
an image resource locator (see col. 5 lines 22-41, the webpage includes a plurality of 
images referenced by tags and URLs); 

inserting in the dynamic server page an image group identifier for the images 
(see col. 1 1 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50, the webpage includes a 
template tag that points to a plurality of images and other information, wherein the 
images are selected and stored based on the client information); and 
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inserting in the dynamic server page client data names for the images (see col. 
11 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50). 

As to claim 2, Davis teaches the method of claim 1 further comprising: receiving 
from the client a request for a group of images, wherein the request comprises the 
image group identifier; retrieving from storage the images identified by the image group 
identifier; and sending the retrieved images to the client (see col. 1 1 lines 44-col. 12 
lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50). 

As to claim 3, Davis teaches the method of claim 1 wherein inserting an image 
group identifier comprises inserting a markup element that includes the image group 
identifier, wherein the markup element represents an instruction to retrieve, during a 
single communication connection to the server, all images identified by the image group 
identifier (see col. 1 1 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50, the images are 
retrieved when the user access the requested webpage). 

As to claim 4, Davis teaches the method of claim 1 wherein inserting client data 
names further comprises inserting in the dynamic server page content as rendered 
markup elements representing instructions to display the images at client display 
locations (see col. 11 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50). 

As to claim 5, Davis teaches the method of claim 1 further comprising storing the 
images as a group on a server, including storing with the images an image group 
identifier, a dynamic server page name, and client data names for the images (see col. 
1 1 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50). 
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As to claim 6, Davis teaches the method of claim 1 wherein inserting a client data 
name for each image further comprises replacing the image resource locators with 
client data names (see col. 11 lines 44-col. 12 lines 15 and col. 15 lines 15-50, the 
template name represents a selected group of images to be displayed) 

As to claim 7, Davis teaches the method of claim 6 wherein the image resource 
locators are set forth in HTML <img> elements in the dynamic server page and 
replacing the image resource locators with client data names includes replacing the 
<img> elements with markup elements comprising the client data names (see col. 15 
lines 15-50). 

Claims 9-14 and 16-20 do not teach or define additional limitations over claims 1- 
8 and 15 and therefore are rejected for similar rationale.
